Miss Pearl Barth, R. N. was with us during 
the months of October and November and made the 
usual inspections, but left no detailed report of her 
work. Our present nurse, Miss Maude McBride, began 
work with us early in January and has done consider- 
able work in the schools. We hope that there will be 
no further interruptions in our health work.
